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IT'S EXTREMELY NASTY' 


1,500 gallons of raw 
sewage pumped out 
on Wildcat Road

An estimated 1,500 gallons of raw 
sewage was pumped off the edge of 
Wildcat Road on Monday night, trig¬ 
gering a massive cleanup 
effort and an investi¬ 
gation by local, state 
and potentially federal 
authorities. 

“It’s extremely nasty” 
said Tim Wright, interim 
health director for the 
Anderson County Depart¬ 
ment of Health. “There’s 
human waste, tissue 
paper, bacteria, viruses, sanitary female 
items, condoms... it’s just nasty.” 

When the Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office arrived, two men were 
reportedly with the truck and pump¬ 
ing raw, gray-colored sewage down 
a steep bank that leads to the creek 
below and dumps a short distance later 
into the Kentucky River, which is the 
source of drinking water for Anderson 
County. 

The stink was incredible and could

Suspected heroin ring busted 

Police say arrests put dent in drug's availability locally

The flow of heroin from 
Cincinnati to Lawrenceburg 
was dealt a serious setback 
after a Lawrenceburg man 
and three Georgetown resi¬ 
dents charged with selling the 
drug were taken into custody 
here Wednesday afternoon, 
according to the officer who 
made the arrest. 

“This was the Cincinnati 
hookup,” said officer Jeremy 
Cornish of the Lawrenceburg 
Police Department. “That’s 
where a lot of the heroin 
comes in from.” 

Arrested were Shelby

Mismatched ball hitch leads to meth, stolen tractor arrest

A routine traffic stop last Sunday 
afternoon resulted in the recovery of 
numerous stolen items —including a 
tractor — and the discovery of a sus¬ 
pected methamphetamine lab. 

Lawrenceburg Police officer Jeremy 
Cornish said he was patrolling US 127 
Bypass near Highway 151 when a piece 
of tin flew off a trailer in front of him 
and nearly struck his vehicle. 

Cornish said when he pulled the 
vehicle over and it didn’t take long to

figure out something was amiss. He said 
the vehicle was towing a trailer that 
contained a variety of items, including 
an old Allis-Chalmers tractor. 

“The ball hitch on the vehicle was 
the wrong size,” Cornish said. “Besides 
that, it was being held together with a 
bungee cord.” 

Cornish said when approached the 
vehicle he “smelled a heavy chemical 
odor” and ordered the three people in 
the vehicle out.

Missing teen 
found in trunk 
of man’s car

A Lawrenceburg man was 
arrested last Tuesday after police 
officers found a missing teenage 
girl in the trunk of his car. 

Cameron K. Robin¬ 
son, 19, of Lawrence¬ 
burg was charged 
with custodial inter¬ 
ference, endanger¬ 
ing the welfare of a 
minor, first-degree 
wanton endanger- 
ment and operating a 
motor vehicle under 
the influence of 
drugs, according to a news release 
from the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department. 

Officers were called to the But¬ 
ler Drive area of Lawrenceburg 
around 2 a.m. Tuesday following a 
report of a missing 14-year-old girl. 

Robinson was determined to be 
a suspect in the girl’s disappear¬ 
ance and officers spotted him on 
Ashley Way around 3:30 a.m. 

Robinson initially denied know¬ 
ing the girl’s location, but later told 
officers that she was in the trunk 
of his vehicle, according to the 
news release. 

Officers said they detected the 
odor of marijuana while speaking 
with Robinson, which led to the 
drug charge.

be smelled nearly a mile away 
in Tyrone. 

The next day the sewage 
could be seen all the way to 
bottom of the ravine, and a 
large pool of water appeared 
to have a thick layer of sludge 
floating on it in the creek. 

Authorities at the scene 
Monday night said the runoff 
posed no immediate threat to 
the county’s water supply, and 
that the water treatment plant 
operated by the City of Law- 
renceburg is capable of treat¬ 
ing any potential runoff that 
seeped into the system. 

A passerby reportedly saw 
two men with a pump truck 
offloading sewage on the 
gravel portion of Wildcat Road 
early Monday night and called 
authorities. 

Both men were transported 
to the sheriff’s office for ques¬ 
tioning, and the was truck 
impounded by the sheriff’s 
office. 

The names of the men have 
not been released pending an 
investigation that includes 
the sheriff’s office, Anderson 
County Health Department, 
the Kentucky Department for 
Environmental Protection and 
the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

One of the men involved 
is believed to be a resident of 


Tyrone. The other is believed 
to be a resident of Woodford 
County. 

David Leo, a response coor¬ 
dinator for the state office, 
said there are potential state 
and federal environmental 
violations involved. 

Tim Wright, the county’s 
interim health director, said 
local criminal charges are also 
possible. 

The owner of the truck, Ken 
Lawson of KPL Septic Service 
in Versailles, was at the scene 
Monday and said repeatedly 
that he knew nothing about 
why the men driving the 
truck would dump sewage 
over the steep bank off Wild¬ 
cat Road, an area long used 
by illegal dumpers that was 
cleaned up earlier this year. 

Wright, the health direc¬ 
tor, said Tuesday that he had 
already suspended Lawson’s 
septic pumping permit pend¬ 
ing an administrative hearing 
with the state cabinet that 
regulates those permits. 

“That means it’s suspended 
statewide,” Wright said. 

Cleanup was scheduled to 
begin Tuesday afternoon. Offi¬ 
cials said the plan was a combi¬ 
nation of flushing the truck’s 
contents down the steep bank 
while using an environmental 
vacuum truck downstream to 
suck it up as it flowed down¬ 
stream toward the river. 

“When we’re done there 
won’t be anything there,”

said Leo. “But I still wouldn’t 
recommend climbing up and 
down that bank, in case we 
miss anything.” 

As of noon Tuesday, envi¬ 
ronmental officials had closed 
Wildcat Road for the cleanup 
to begin. It was expected to be 
reopened later that day. 

Leo said the cost of clean¬ 
ing up the mess could fall to 
whoever is determined to be 
responsible. 

“We have statutory author¬ 
ity to have them reimburse 
us for the costs,” said Leo, 
who declined to estimate how 
much that would be. 

Wright was at the scene 
Monday night, along with a 
host of other county officials 
including Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway, Ander¬ 
son County Lire Chief Mike 
Barnes and Sheriff Troy 
Young. Deputies at the scene 
included Det. Bryan Taylor 
and Robbie Armstrong. 

Conway said Monday night 


that he was livid over what 
occurred. 

“I’m sick and tired of people 
coming out here and dumping 
whatever they want,” Conway 
said. “I want a stop put to this.” 

Jeremy Schell, owner of 
Lawrenceburg-based Schell 
Septic Service, said what hap¬ 
pened Monday night is wrong. 

“It’s something they know 
they shouldn’t have done,” said 
Schell, the only licensed septic 
pumper in Anderson County. 
“We don’t want people to think 
that’s what all septic pumpers 
do, but you have lemons in 
every business. There’s always 
a bad egg somewhere.” 

Schell said sewage he col¬ 
lects in Anderson County is 
taken to the city’s sewer plant 
and that he pays a $50 fee to 
dispose of it. 

“That’s what these guys 
were trying to save by doing 
this,” he said. “$50.” 

Conway, along with Mag¬ 
istrate David Ruggles who 


represents that area, worked 
with fellow magistrates and 
others to clean up the gravel 
portion of Wildcat Road earlier 
this year. 

The road, which connects 
the river community of 
Tyrone to Harrodsburg Road, 
includes a mile-and-a-half nar¬ 
row stretch that winds its way 
through a steep ravine and 
is known for its picturesque 
beauty. 

It also attracts hordes of 
illegal dumpers who have 
tossed items ranging from hot 
tubs to boats to cars and house¬ 
hold trash over its banks for 
decades. 

Conway said he’s lobbied 
the fiscal court for two years to 
install security cameras on the 
road, and earlier this year said 
the county may have to shut 
down the road if dumping 
didn’t end.

He said a woman in the 
vehicle repeatedly tried to 
stick her hands in the purse 
she was carrying despite being 
told to keep her hands where 
he and officer Josh Satterly 
could see them. 

Cornish said there was a 


reason for that. 

“She kept trying to grab 
a black pouch in her purse. 
When we opened the pouch, it 
contained two plastic baggies 
of a white substance, which 
she stated was methamphet- 
amine, along with a set of 
digital scales,” Cornish said in 
his report. 

That was just the beginning 
of the trouble the woman, 


Carole L. Anderson, 42, of 546 
Cornish ville St., Harrodsburg 
found herself in that day. 

Along with the metham- 
phetamine, officers quickly 
learned that the tractor, the 
trailer being used to haul it 
and a large amount of items in 
her garage were stolen prop¬ 
erty, and that Anderson also 
had a meth lab. 

“We ended up in Harrods¬ 


burg and recovered a sorts 
of stolen items, along with 
a meth lab in the garage. It 
probably helped solve at least 
10 burglaries down there,” he 
said. 

Anderson was charged 
with trafficking heroin, pos¬ 
session of drug paraphernalia 
and receiving stolen property, 
according to police reports. 

Also charged in the incident 


was Louis Anderson, 49 of 502 
Cornish ville St., Harrodsburg, 
who was cited for contents 
escaping from a vehicle, 
according to police reports. 

Cornish said a total of three 
people were in the vehicle and 
that none of them had a valid 
driver’s license.

Cornish 
said he has 
been track¬ 
ing the two 
women 
for nearly 
two years, 
trying to 
arrest them 
for selling 
heroin in 
Lawrenceburg. 

“They’re pretty slick, 
but I finally got them 
and got them good,” Cor¬ 


nish said. “It was a long 
investigation.” 

Cornish, who made 
the arrest along with 
fellow officer Josh Sat¬ 
terly, said 
he hopes 
their arrests 
sends a 
strong 
message 
to those 
involved in 
the heroin Lewis 
trade. 

“The message is stay 
away from here,” he said. 
“We work hard to try to 
stop these drugs from 


coming into Lawrence¬ 
burg. We don’t like it 
here, and those bringing 
drugs here need to stay 
out.” 

Cornish 
said other 
suspected 
drug dealers 
are already 
leery of 
venturing 
into Law- 
renceburg. Washington 

“A lot of 

the guys in Lrankfort 
who supply drugs won’t 
come any further to 
town than Sack’s [a con¬ 


venience store on US 127 
just north of the Ander¬ 
son County line]. 

“They don’t want to 
come into Lawrence¬ 
burg.” 

Wednesday’s bust took 
place on East Woodford 
Street about 4 p.m. Cor¬ 
nish said a confidential 
informant used marked 
money make the buy. 
The informant had 
ordered the purchase 
of 2 grams of heroin. 

He said police provided 
the cash to make the 
purchase, but not before 
photocopying the money.

Deputy injured in 
metn-related scuffle

A late-night vehicle 
and foot chase on 
Herndon Road injured 
an Anderson County 
deputy and resulted in 
the arrest of two people 
on methamphetamine 
charges, according to a 
news release from the 
Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office. 

When deputies 
responded to a suspi¬ 
cious call vehicle around

nal mischief, resisting 
arrest, reckless driving, 
disregarding a stop sign, 
no operators license, sec¬ 
ond-offense DUI, first- 
degree possession of a 
controlled substance, 
unlawful possession of 
methamphetamine, and 
possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia. 

Deputies also served 
Blackwell with out¬ 
standing warrants from 
Woodford and Anderson 
counties.

Illegal clumping shows lack of respect 


To the editor: 

can’t say I know the answer to the county’s 
trash and recycling questions, but there is 
one facet of the issue that I’m reminded 
about every day as I walk my dogs, and it 
makes me very, very sad. 

Along with this letter, I’ve sent two pictures 
to the News. Both were taken on Case Road, on 
the bank of Hammonds Creek. I walk almost 
every day in this lovely area, and I see how its 
beauty has made it a favorite parking spot for 
teenagers, but how little awareness goes into 
how it is used. Every few days I find another 
scattering of litter and trash; recently I picked 
up 30 beer bottles that had been thrown into 
the grass. Worse are the adults, especially dur¬ 
ing hunting season, as they use the area as a 
dumping ground for deer carcasses. 

One photo shows three carcasses (of the six 
recently dumped there) that were thrown in 
the creek. During the hunting season last year 
there were 14 carcasses along the road or in 
the creek — not left there after hunting kills 
but hauled in and dumped. The other photo 
shows a sofa that was recently tipped over the 
roadside and now hangs over the water, wait¬ 
ing for a soaking rain to weight it down and 
carry it on into the creek. 

Apart from the in-your-face ugliness, the 
thing that most saddens me on these walks 
is the thought that so many of our children, 
seeing these disgusting examples of adult 
behavior, risk growing up equally ignorant 
and uncaring, with little understanding or 
concern for the effects of their actions on oth¬ 
ers and on the earth. And they, in turn, will 
lack the ability to instill that understanding

in their own children. 

As for our treatment of the planet, of 
which these are small but good examples, 
well, it seems to be getting the message, and 
its answer is to show us, through killer storms, 
droughts and much more, that we need to be 
thinking beyond the obvious and doing more 
than what is easiest, most expeditious and 
most profitable at the moment. 

As for the contempt we show for our 
neighbors by despoiling the space they share 
with us, unfortunately that is usually done in 
secrecy, and so there are seldom any repercus¬ 
sions. 

The attitude that I think is lacking in both 
cases is respect. The way we treat our roadside 
reflects our lack of respect for the planet,

When days turn chilly, look to soup recipes 


H ot soup is a welcome 
addition to lunch or 
supper when the days 
turn cold. I love tomatoes of 
every kind except for green 
tomatoes. The 
recipe below 
calls for canned 
diced tomatoes 
but you could 
substitute fresh 
tomatoes in 
season and add 
about 11/2 cups 
more liquid, half 
broth and the 
other half milk. 

Creamy Tomato 
Basil Soup 
Makes 5 servings 
(1 cup each) 

2 (14) ounce cans diced 
tomatoes 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 yellow onion, diced 
(about 3/4 cup) 

Salt and pepper to taste 
2 tablespoons olive oil 
1 cup chicken or vegetable 
broth 

2 bay leaves 
1/4 cup fresh chopped 
basil OR 2 teaspoons dried 
basil 


1 cup skim milk 

1. Preheat oven to 450 
degrees F. 

2. Strain tomatoes, reserv¬ 
ing juice. Mix tomatoes with 
garlic and onion and spread 
in a single layer on a shallow 
baking pan. Sprinkle with 
salt and pepper and drizzle 
with olive oil. Roast in oven 
until caramelized, about 20 
minutes. 

3. After tomato mixture 
has cooled a bit, transfer to 
a blender and blend until 
almost smooth. 

4. Put tomato mixture, 
tomato juice, broth, bay 
leaves and basil in a soup 
pot. Simmer for 10 minutes. 
Remove bay leaves. 

5. Add milk and heat 
through, about 5-7 minutes. 

6. Adjust thickness by add¬ 
ing more broth or milk. Add 
more spices if desired after 
tasting.

is always next year. 

What I really missed was 
a visit from my brother and 
sister-in-law. I always go up 
to Indiana to visit them and 
everyone else. I invite them 
down every time I go up. So, 
the first time in 16 years that 
they planned a visit down 
here, to the farm, and I had to 
cancel. 

The cause of all this 
upheaval was a little bug 
that got way bigger. A cold 
that metamorphosed into the 
flu and finished up as pneu¬ 
monia in both lungs. It’s not 
something that I ever want to 
repeat. 

From now on when I get a 
bad cold or sinusitis, I promise 
that if I ever “go green” again, 
I will go to the doctor, right 
then. I still would have gotten 
miserable, but not for so long 
and would probably have 
skipped the pneumonia. 


Now, in the hopes of keep¬ 
ing even one person from 
going through such yuk, I’ve 
researched some easy things 
to help identify the differ¬ 
ence between the cold and 
flu. 

WebMD can give you all 
the below information and 
more, so study up. 

A cold is basically short 
term (three to four days 
worse, then better within 
seven days) starting with a 
slightly sore throat, with a lit¬ 
tle coughing, a little fatigue, 
stuffy nose, sniffles and 
sneezing. It comes on fairly 
slowly. If it doesn’t leave as 
quickly as it came on, it’s 
probably allergies or sinusitis. 
Now compare that with the 
flu. 

The flu hits fast and hard 
and it feels like it was an

Don't do away with constables 

To the editor: 

recent study commissioned by 
Kentucky Justice and Public 
Safety Secretary J. Michael 
Brown, has perked the issue of consta¬ 
bles to the surface again. 

Though in summary it consigns the 
office to the ash heap of history, Mr. 
Brown states that he has a main con¬ 
cern. 

It is an office without any mandated 
training. 

So the question begs itself. Train¬ 
ing, why not? This is a no-brainer. A 
professional needs training. Many con¬ 
stables already have it others receive 
it through the Kentucky Constable 
Association. 

I know several constables who are 
former law enforcement/state police, 
firemen, etc. 

I was an accident and JAG investiga¬ 
tor in the Navy. So the comment about 
needed police augmentation as a bene¬ 
fit in the report finds low hanging fruit 
in these cases. 

When I was elected, I got in line for 
the basic course in Richmond, eventu¬ 
ally attending. Ironically, the constables 
are not allowed to register for training, 
but only as stand-bys. So here’s a place 
to strengthen the training issue if not 


mandated. Allow them to register 
which 

gives opportunity to anticipate the 
classes and plan schedules. 

I would add to the debate: account¬ 
ability for professionalism. You don’t 
get what you expect; you get what you 
inspect. By strengthening their charter 
through training, more qualified can¬ 
didates would emerge for voters’ con¬ 
sideration. Instead of a knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion to regretful incidents, (there are 
cowboys in every police organization, 
sadly read the news every day) examine 
possibilities for saving the baby before 
dispensing with the bath water. 

There is much talent and cost- 
effective resource (also mentioned in 
the report) within the ranks of the 
Kentucky constables. Many want to 
serve their community with skills that 
they already have not unlike other 
elected officials drawn from the ranks 
of seasoned and qualified professionals. 
As a retired Navy pilot, trained squad¬ 
ron safety officer, current security 
professional, and active constable in 
Mercer County, I’m always interested in 
safety, training and professionalism. I’ve 
served hundreds of court documents 
and many augmentation support ser¬ 
vices. Abolishment of the office would 
be short-sighted, in my view. 

So the report should have a fourth 
option in it’s recommendations: recog¬ 
nize the strengths and benefits of the 
office and under gird them with the 
appropriate access to training.

For the cold, just eat right, sleep right, 
wash your hands a lot, take some aspi¬ 
rin, try some natural cures like grand¬ 
ma’s chicken noodle soup and drink lots 
of water to flush out your system. 

Remember that an ounce of preven¬ 
tion is worth a pound of cure and the 
best way to prevent illness is to keep 
your hands away from your face! Don’t 
touch your face, nose, eyes or mouth 
with your hands unless you just washed 
your hands. 

Now, I’m going to disinfect the house, 
again, just to make sure no little bug 
found a place to hibernate. Forget 
frankincense and myrrh, I’m going full 
on white vinegar! Happy growing.

After learning about the grant 
opportunity through a resource 
instructor at the middle school, Lewis 
said she applied for the grant in 
August, learned she won the grant in 
September and received the funds by 
the district’s October fall break. 

“Yes, Virginia the Musical” is an 
original play based on the story of 
a New York Sun newspaper editor’s 
response to an 1897 editorial written 
by Virginia, an 8-year-old girl won¬ 
dering about Santa Claus’s existence. 

The plot unfolds from the perspec¬ 
tive of Virginia’s librarian, Lewis said, 
who tells the children in the musical 
that Santa is different to everyone. 


As well as featuring world Santas 
from Armenia to Hawaii to France, 
the musical also touches on the 
subject of bullying, which is a topic 
many Anderson students will be 
familiar with, Lewis said. 

“I really think that will hit kids 
that are listening to the show,” Lewis 
said, explaining that Virginia is 
teased by a classmate named Char¬ 
lotte in the musical.

Vaccine s shortcomings 
may be to blame for 
whooping cough spike

The Center for Dis¬ 
ease Control warned 
earlier this year that 2012 
may include the worst 
national whooping cough 
outbreak in decades. 

Anderson County 
hasn’t been immune to 
pertussis, more common¬ 
ly known as whooping 
cough. 

Since the first case 
was confirmed Nov. 9 by 
the health department, 

14 public school students 
contracted whooping 
cough as of Dec. 3, as well 
as two infants and a par¬ 
ent of an infected student. 

Most students who 
contracted whooping 
cough this year were vac¬ 
cinated for their required 
diphtheria, tetanus and 
pertussis or DTaP immu¬ 
nization before entering 
kindergarten or first 
grade, Interim Public 
Health Director Tim 
Wright said. 

But the vaccine’s effec¬ 
tiveness may be dropping 
off, he said. 

Wright cited a 2010 
study on whooping cough 
from the Journal of the 
American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation that found Cali¬ 
fornia children between 
the ages of 5 and 6, as well 
as 7 and 10, may be more 
susceptible to whooping 
cough because of the vac¬ 
cine’s apparently waning 
effectiveness. 

The study, which 
analyzed 648 cases of 
suspected and confirmed 
whooping cough in chil¬ 
dren ages 4 to 10, found 
the odds of kids getting 
sick increased as time 
passed following their 


final vaccine dose. 

Children who con¬ 
tracted whooping cough 
were also less likely to 
have received the entire 
five-dose vaccine series, 
the study said. 

Given new data and 
evidence, the DTap vac¬ 
cine appears to be less 
powerful than a stronger, 
whole-cell version, the 
study reported. 

Health officials in the 
late ’90s, however, rec¬ 
ommended the current 
DTap vaccine because of 
the whole-cell vaccine’s 
high rate of minor side 
effects. 

The study doesn’t 
show a definitive cause 
of whooping cough, but 
other factors that could 
contribute to the increase 
include increased aware¬ 
ness of the disease, more 
sensitive diagnostic tests 
and a larger population 
pool of susceptible people 
maintaining the whoop¬ 
ing cough infection. 

In Anderson County, 
the school district and 
health department con¬ 
tinue their fight against 
whooping cough. 

Wright said the health 
department supplied 
vaccine doses to school 
nurses to be given once 
a week to those students 
who seek to be immu¬ 
nized. 

The health depart¬ 
ment also provided shots 
for the high school, 
middle school, Ward and 
Saffell Street Elementary 
schools, as well as the 
Early Childhood Center 
last week.

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Costas is one 
of the best, but 
wrong this time 

Statement on Kansas City 
tragedy reflects 
common misconception 

n interview with Bob Costas is 
still on my bucket list. 

His insight into the good - 
and bad - of baseball is amazing. If 
you don’t believe me, find a copy of his 
book, “Fair Ball,” talking about many 
of the ills of the game around the 
turn of the 21st century. When put in 
that context, and seeing where it has 
headed since then is nothing short of 
amazing. 

I also would love to 
talk with Costas about 
his days, fresh out of 
Syracuse, as the voice of 
the Spirits of St. Louis in 
the ABA. His experiences 
calling games for a team 
that included Marvin 
Barnes and Fly Williams, 
recounted in Terry Pluto’s 
“Loose Balls,” can only be 
termed priceless. 

Costas is a broadcasters’ 
broadcaster, one of the 
best around. He has been for many 
years and will be until he unplugs his 
microphone. 

But he was wrong Sunday night. 
Very wrong. 

I will have to admit, I didn’t catch 
everything Costas said about the 
death of Kansas City Chiefs’ player 
Jovan Belcher the day before. I had 
been watching the Dallas Cowboys 
and Philadelphia Eagles, but when 
Costas came on for his halftime seg¬ 
ment, I was long gone from the room. I 
plopped back down in my chair just in 
time to hear Costas say if Belcher had 
not had a gun, he and his girlfriend 
would still be alive today. 

Say what? 

That if Belcher had not had a gun, 
he would not have killed his girlfriend 
or taken his own life? 

Google informed me that is exactly 
what Costas said. 

Obviously, Costas has a right to his 
opinion and, as a commentator, it is 
his job to elicit a response. In referenc¬ 
ing the final few flawed paragraphs 
of a column by Jason Whitlock of Fox 
Sports, Costas called down the wrath 
of the National Rifle Association and 
just about every person that treasures 
his right to own a gun. 

Let it be said that I am not a gun 
enthusiast and certainly don’t agree 
with everything the NRA stands for. I 
don’t have a gun in my house. At this 
time, I see little reason to have one and 
I have not been hunting in over 30 
years. It’s just not my cup of tea. 

However, I don’t see a problem 
with a reasonable waiting period for 
background checks as a prerequisite 
for gun ownership and can’t see any 
need for someone not in the military 
or law enforcement to own a weapon 
designed mainly for killing other 
human beings. 

But nothing should compel the 
government to take away the right of 
law-abiding citizens to bear arms as 
granted by the Second Amendment to 
the Constitution. There are plenty of 
legitimate sporting and self-defense 
reasons to purchase many different 
varieties of firearms. 

Costas, and those who would hold 
his view, apparently believe if you 
take handguns away, then it would 
end crimes such as this. They are 
certainly well-meaning, but wrongly 
assume that taking away legal owner¬ 
ship of an inanimate object will solve 
the problem of violence. 

As if someone who is going to com¬ 
mit a crime really cares whether he 
gets his gun legally? 

Costas’ thinking also assumes the 
gun is the only way to commit the 
crime. 

What if Belcher, or any person who 
has used a firearm in committing a 
crime, had pulled out a Louisville 
Slugger to beat the mother of his child 
instead? Does that mean we shut down 
Hillerich and Bradsby? 

Of course not. 

What if someone uses a pillow to 
suffocate another? Do we all find

While the Big Blue 
Nation has been abuzz 
since UK athletic direc¬ 
tor Mitch Barnhart 
announced, via Twitter, 
that Stoops had been hired 
last Tuesday, those who 
have worn the Blue and 
White on Saturdays might 
be even more excited 
about the guy with the 
famous football name tak¬ 
ing on the challenge of 
turning around the Wild¬ 
cats’ football fortunes.

Not a thing of beauty, but Bearcats roll in opener 


Smith, Linzy 
record career 
bests

It wasn’t a beauty 
contest. Far from it. 

That was good for 
Anderson County as 
the Bearcats rolled to 
a 71-50 win over visit¬ 
ing Washington Coun¬ 
ty in the Bearcats’ 
season opener. 

Anderson ran off 
the first 10 points 
and never trailed but 
made things harder 
than necessary. 

“We were definitely 
inconsistent,” Ander¬ 
son coach Glen Drury 
said. “I had seen that 
in practice.” 

Washington had 
pulled within 23-22 
two minutes before 
halftime, but the 
Bearcats reeled off 
the final eight points 
of the half - six by 
Jay Smith - and 
were never seriously 
threatened again. 

Smith saw to that, 
putting together a 
night that was worthy 
of his status as one of 
the Eighth Region’s 
best players. Smith 
scored a career-high 
30 points, hitting 
9-of-17 shots from the 
field and sinking all 
but one of his 10 free 
throws. Smith also 
pulled down eight 
rebounds and dished

out five assists. 

“I know he is capa¬ 
ble of that,” Drury 
said of his senior 
guard. “There were 
times in the game 
when he carried us, 
but Jay is going to 
have to have some 
help. 

“We can’t ask him 
to play any better 
than he did tonight.” 

After Washington 


had sliced the lead to 
one, Anderson’s Chris¬ 
tian Estes sank a pair 
of free throws before 
Smith did the same, 


then split two Wash¬ 
ington defenders for 
a layup. He finished 
the spurt with a short 
jumper just before 


halftime to make it 
31-22. 

Washington, now 
0-2, was never closer

Dickerson fond of former coach Phillips 

There are probably few people in Kentucky that wanted Joker Phillips to suc¬ 
ceed as Kentucky football coach than Jason Dickerson. 

The Anderson County resident played at Kentucky and for much of that time, 
Phillips served as an assistant coach under Rich Brooks. It pained Dickerson 
to see Kentucky's football fortunes slip so badly under Phillips'watch. 

"I love Joker,"said Dickerson, who started as long snapper at UK for three 
years. "I remember when he met my wife (the former Johanna Parrish of 
Lawrenceburg). Several months later he saw her and knew her name. He 
asked about her family and how things were in Lawrenceburg. He is a great 
guy." 

Dickerson hopes Phillips, who was hired as receivers coach and recruiting 
coordinator at Florida on Monday, will find much future success. "I knew he 
wouldn't be out of a job long," Dickerson said in an e-mail. "He is too good 
of a coach to be out of a job for long. I am happy that he (will) be heading 
to such a successful program."

Maggard, Dickerson like Barnhart's approach 

Freddie Maggard and Jason Dickerson are both pleased with the way athletic 
director Mitch Barnhart went about hiring Mark Stoops as the new Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky football coach. While Stoops acknowledged during his 
introductory press conference that he reached out to Barnhart first, there is 
little doubt that the search was Barnhart's. 

"The military saying is'when you're in charge, be in charge,"'said Maggard, 
who works in public relations and outreach for the National Guard. "Mr. 
Barnhart applied that in his search. This was his call, he went about business 
as he saw fitting in this situation. I respect and admire that. He didn't listen 
to outside noise and got it done, and did it right." 

It is now common knowledge that Barnhart sought the help of Tim Couch, 
considered by most the greatest quarterback to ever play in Lexington and 
now a college football analyst for Fox Sports. Both of the former Wildcats 
contacted for this story felt that was a great move by Barnhart. 

"Tim Couch gives someone who knows the game and is successful," Dickerson 
said. "He knows the fans here. If Tim Couch says this is a good hire, some 
fans will come around." 

Maggard agreed. "Tim's a Leslie County guy, and a UK man," he said. "He loves 
the university. I'm very proud of Tim, he's done well for himself and the 
Commonwealth. Having a player's perspective especially one like Tim that is 
also connected to college football through broadcasting gave Mitch a huge 
assist."

Bluest Bloods, the ones 
who have actually 
suited up and played, 
are mighty happy with 
what they think the 
future holds for UK 
football. 

“I have seen Coach 
Stoops on TV a couple 
times,” says Freddie 
Maggard, who quarter- 
backed the Wildcats 
from 1988-91. “I like his 
intensity and defensive 
philoso¬ 
phy.” 

Jason 
Dick¬ 
erson, 
who was 
a long- 
snapper 
for the Dickerson 
Wildcats 

from 2002-2006, is 
also excited about the 
apparent direction the 
Wildcats are taking. 
“What (Stoops) has 
done at Florida State is 
obviously very good,” 
Dickerson said before 
Stoops’ defense shut 
down Georgia Tech’s 
high-powered attack in 
the ACC Championship 
Game Saturday night. 

“I am really impressed 
by the job he did (as 
defensive coordina¬ 
tor) at Arizona. When 
he got there, they had 
been a 3-9 or 4-8 team 
and they turned things 
around. 

“I am more 
impressed with that 
than what he did at 
Florida State. There, 
they took a very good 
team and made it into 
an elite team. 

“From what I know, 
his defense is always 
good.” 

While they played 
15 years apart, Maggard 
and Dickerson share 
the experience of being 
around during a coach¬ 
ing change and both 


empathize with the 
current Wildcats. 

Maggard had just 
guided the Wild¬ 
cats to a 6-5 season 
in 1989 when, a few 
days later, Jerry Clai¬ 
borne announced his 
retirement. While he 
played some for Bill 
Curry, it was still dif¬ 
ficult. “My coaching 
change experience 
was tough,” Maggard 
said by e-mail. “Coach 
Claiborne was such a 
father figure, it was an 
emotional time.” 

Dickerson, an Eliza¬ 
bethtown native, had 
walked on at UK in 
2002 just in time to see 
Guy Morriss appar¬ 
ently turn things 
around with an 8-4 
season before leaving 
for Baylor. Rich Brooks 
came in. 

“I was a long snap¬ 
per. I don’t know if 
Coach Morriss even 
knew who I was,” 
Dickerson said with a 
laugh. 

“What I remember, 
especially among the 
older guys, was they 
would have to prove 
themselves again with 
Coach Brooks. I remem¬ 
ber people thinking, 
‘Why not give Coach 
Morriss the money?’ 
or ‘Who is this guy 
(Brooks)?’ 

“I didn’t know any¬ 
thing about Coach 
Brooks at the time.” 

After Sunday’s press 
conference, which he 
attended, Maggard said 
on Twitter, “Today was 
like an SEC expansion 
party! Welcome to the 
SEC BBN (Big Blue 
Nation)!” 

He also tweeted, “By 
far, best UK produc¬ 
tion I’ve seen in my 
lifetime. Coach Stoops 
owned the room.” 

“The players are 
excited, which is to 
be expected,” Mag¬ 
gard said in his e-mail. 


“What’s important is at 
5 a.m. in winter work¬ 
outs will that attitude 
be consistent when the 
new staff tests their 
manhood, which they 
will.” 

But the bottom line 
is that Kentucky was 
2-10 last year, only 
five years from being 
ranked in the Top 10 
and knocking off No. 1 
LSU in Commonwealth 
Stadium. 

While Brooks 
seemed to make a 
living out of finding 
under-recruited gems 
like Randall Cobb, the 
fact is that Kentucky 
has not beaten Florida 
since before Maggard 
played and just ended 
an even longer losing 
streak to Tennessee in 
2011. 

Both Maggard and 
Dickerson see recruit¬ 
ing as the key. 

“Recruiting is the 
name of the game in 
these days,” says Mag¬ 
gard, who was a high¬ 
ly-regarded three-sport 
athlete at Cumberland 
High School in Harlan 
County. “Being from 
Kentucky, I would 
certainly like to see 
more in-state players 
as a base. Coach Stoops’ 
connections in Florida, 
Ohio, and Arizona and 
western U.S. Juco’s will 
be a welcome addi¬ 
tion.” 

Dickerson, who was 
part of UK’s Music City 
Bowl champions in 
2006, sees the Wildcats’ 
diminishing influ¬ 
ence in-state as telling. 
While some big-time 
prospects, like High¬ 
lands’ Patrick Towles, 
have matriculated in 
Lexington in recent 
years, many others 
have ended up as part 
of the resurgence at 
Louisville or Western 
Kentucky or have even 
left the state alto¬ 
gether. 


Dickerson, who 
teaches science at 
Anderson County 
Middle School, thinks 
it is imperative that 
UK control the in-state 
recruiting while reach¬ 
ing out to Ohio, Florida 
and other locales. “If 
I were a kid from, say, 
Alabama and I was 
looking at UK, if the 
best players in the 
state wanted to go 
somewhere else, that 
would say something 
to me. 

“If (Stoops) gets 
linebackers from Ohio, 
a quarterback from 
Texas, some running 
backs and wide receiv¬ 
ers from Florida, Geor¬ 
gia and South Carolina, 
we are all set.” 

But Dickerson says 
it will take more than 
hiring someone who 
has the same name and 
blood as his highly-suc- 
cessful brother, Bob, 
the coach at Oklahoma. 

“The bottom line is 
that it doesn’t matter 
who you bring in,” he 
said. “If the adminis¬ 
tration and the higher- 
ups or the people with 
money don’t provide 
the resources, it won’t 
matter. 

“You have to be cre¬ 
ative. At Oregon, they 
have a different uni¬ 
form every game. Kids 
love that.” 

Now, there is a hon¬ 
eymoon period for 
Stoops and the staff 
he brings in. Fans are 
excited and Common¬ 
wealth Stadium will 
likely be rocking when 
Miami of Ohio comes 
to town Sept. 7. 

“It is good to have 
someone who has been 
there,” Dickerson said. 

Adds Maggard, “My 
family attended home 
games and will con¬ 
tinue to do so.”

Swimmers to hit pool 
at Shelby in Classic

The Anderson County 
High School swimming 
team will get a strong 
test Saturday, Dec. 8, 
when the Bearcats will 
take part in the Shelby 
County Holiday Classic. 
The meet will be held at 
Clear Creek Park in Shel- 
byville. 

Anderson traveled 
to the Russell County 
preview meet on Nov. 17, 
finishing 11th out of 18 
teams and scoring 132 
points. The preview for¬ 
mat consisted of 50-meter 
events in each stroke 
with the top 24 finishers 
in those races going on to 
100-meter races. 

Anderson had three 
swimmers to advance to 
the final round, accord¬ 
ing to coach Karla Wil¬ 
liams. 

James Mason ranked 
sixth in the 50-meter 
breast stroke with a 33.29 


time. He also was 18th in 
the freestyle with a 26.32. 
In the 100-meter races, 
Mason turned in times of 
1:13.83 and 1:00.07. 

Cameron Peyton was 
19th in the backstroke 
and 11th in the freestyle 
with times of 34.19 and 
25.87. At 100 meters, he 
came in at 1:17.67 and 
1:04.48. 

Kylie Gehefer also 
made the finals, finish¬ 
ing third in the breast¬ 
stroke at 37.01 and 22nd 
in the freestyle at 30.04. 
Her times in the 100- 
meter races were 1:21.38 
and 1:10.98. 

Williams said that 
while Anderson had 
some good times, the 
meet at Russell County 
showed her that “we still 
have a lot of little things 
to work on and tweak. 

I am very pleased with 
most of the times that 
our swimmers put out.”

Anderson to be 
tested at Garrard

Remember the 
days when the Ander¬ 
son County-Shelby 
County basketball 
game was one of those 
must-see events? 

It really has been 
only four years since 
that night when 
C.J. Penny buried a 
3-pointer at the buzzer 
to send Anderson, not 
the arch-rival Rockets, 
to the Sweet 16. 

For years, those 
emotion-packed con¬ 
tests were the norm, 
not the exception, but 
things changed when 
Shelby was split to 
form Collins High in 
the fall of 2010. 

While neither 
Anderson nor Shelby 
is expected to make a 
run for the Sweet 16 
in March, the stakes 
when they meet Tues¬ 
day night will still be 
high. Tipoff is set for 
8 p.m. at the Anderson 
gym. 


“It will be a war,” 
Anderson coach Glen 
Drury says. “Shelby 
County is much 
improved and will be 
very well-coached.” 

The Rockets, who 
finished just 6-25 a 
year ago, made quite a 
splash over the sum¬ 
mer when they hired 
the highly-successful 
Jason Couch away 
from Louisville East¬ 
ern, where he had 
been for nine years. 
Long considered one 
of the young coaching 
stars statewide, Couch 
gave a downtrodden 
Rocket program an 
instant boost. 

Things have not 
been rosy in the 
beginning, however, 
as Shelby dropped its 
first two games of the 
season. 

“Daniel (Drury, 
Anderson’s junior var¬ 
sity coach) saw them 
against South Oldham 
and they were in the 
game against South,” 
Drury said. South Old¬ 
ham pulled away late 
for a 73-55 win that 
did not indicate how 
close the game actu¬ 


ally was. 

In their second out¬ 
ing, however, Shelby 
took a 87-66 whipping 
from Louisville Col¬ 
legiate. 

The winner of 
Tuesday’s game will 
get a leg up in the 
district seeding race, 
but Drury said in spite 
of Shelby’s struggles 
since the Collins split, 
it will not be easy. He 


undoubtedly remem¬ 
bers what happened 
two years ago when 
the Rockets defeated 
Anderson on a last- 
second shot by Eric 
Schreiner. 

A big-time shooter, 
Schreiner graduated 
last spring and the 
Rockets lost guard 
Bryan Wallace, who 
transferred to Mont¬ 
gomery County, but 
Drury says Shelby still 
has some firepower. 

Senior Michael 
Barry and junior Kipp 
Moore are expected 
to lead the Rockets’ 
attack. Both scored 
15 points against Col¬ 
legiate. 

“They will be 
bringing everything 
they’ve got,” Drury 
said. “We will have to 
play well to win this 
one.” 

Before the Bearcats 
take on Shelby, they 
will travel to Garrard 
County Friday night, 
Dec. 7. 

Most printed sched¬ 
ules have the game 
listed to be played 
on Thursday, but the 
time has been recent¬ 
ly changed. 

Garrard, which 


went 12-18 last year, 
will be playing for its 
third coach in three 
years, former Rus¬ 
sellville coach Den¬ 
nis Pardue. Another 
Eighth Region team, 
Grant County, ripped 
the Golden Lions, 
78-57, in the season 
opener. 

“We saw Garrard in 
a scrimmage against 
Nelson County,” Drury 
said. “They will be a 
nice test for us on the 
road.” 

The Lions boast one 
of the 12th Region’s 
better players in 
6-foot-3 guard Austin 
Sebastian, who scored 
15 points a game last 
year. “He is really 
good,” Drury said. 

Drury said Garrard 
senior Billy Abney, 
who Anderson fans 
might remember 
from his days as quar¬ 
terback on the Gar¬ 
rard football team, is 
also a nice player. 

“Every kid they 
have can shoot the 
ball,” Drury said. 

“That makes them 
dangerous.” 

Comment at thean- 
dersonnews.com.

Athletic director clarifies audit findings, 
says procedural errors corrected 


'No cash was ever 
missing'

The results of an audit 
of Anderson County 
schools might have left 
citizens with 
an inaccurate 
picture what 
happened 
to ticket 
money gen¬ 
erated from 
two Ander¬ 
son County 
High School 
athletic events, according 
to school athletic director 
Rick Sallee. 


The findings of the 
audit, which were reported 
in the Nov. 28 edition of 
The Anderson News, indi¬ 
cated some “major issues” 
with the handling of the 
money from ticket sales. 

Sallee told The Ander¬ 
son News that, while 
there were apparently 
some problems with the 
handling of required docu¬ 
ments, “No cash was ever 
missing.” 

His statement came 
in response to the story 
headline, which Sallee felt 
could have led a reader 
to believe money had not 
been turned in. 

Sallee explained that 
the school has deposit slips 
from the time in question, 


but a required document, 
called the “School Activ¬ 
ity Fund Multiple Receipt 
Form,” had somehow not 
turned up in the audit. 

The number of tickets sold 
is included on the form. 

Sallee took responsibil¬ 
ity, saying at the time he 
was not making a copy 
of the form for a future 
backup, if needed. “Now, I 
am making copies,” he said. 
He also noted that he has 
started utilizing supple¬ 
mental notes to provide 
additional explanations 
concerning athletic funds. 
“There is a paper trail 
now,” he said. 

Sallee, who has been the 
Anderson athletic direc¬ 
tor for six years, explained 


deposits are made as soon 
as possible after an event, 
sometimes the night of the 
contest. 

“It is a big problem if 
you have the ticket sheet 
and no money,” Sallee said. 
“We had the money (for 
the events in question), but 
not a ticket sheet.” 

Sallee allowed that 
problems have been iden¬ 
tified in reporting revenue 
and in purchase order 
procedures. “We do need 
to change some things,” 
he said. “We have made 
some changes already, but 
no athletic department 
money was ever missing.”
